The  Committee  met,  pursuant  to  notice,  at  1:03  p.m.,  in  room 
SD-342,  Dirksen  Senate  Office  Building,  Hon.  William  S.  Cohen 
presiding. 

Present:  Senator  Cohen. 

Senator  Cohen.  [Presiding.]  Today,  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Affairs  is  pleased  to  welcome  Ronna  Lee  Beck,  Linda  Kay 
Davis,  Eric  Tyson  Washington,  and  Inez  Smith  Reid,  nominees  for 
15-year  terms  on  the  Superior  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  Court  of  Appeals. 

Ronna  Lee  Beck  is  being  nominated  to  be  Associate  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  She  has  been  a  solo 
practitioner  since  1985.  Prior  to  that,  she  was  an  associate  and 
partner  with  Rogovin,  Huge  &  Lenzner,  and  served  as  staff  attor- 
ney for  the  Public  Defender  Service.  She  also  served  as  a  law  clerk 
to  the  Hon.  Theodore  Newman  of  the  D.C.  Superior  Court.  She  re- 
ceived her  B.A.  from  the  University  of  Michigan  and  J.D.  from 
Yale. 

Linda  Kay  Davis  is  being  nominated  to  be  Associate  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  She  has  been  Chief  of 
the  Criminal  Section  of  the  Civil  Rights  Division  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  since  1984.  She  has  over  20  years  of  experience 
practicing  criminal  law,  primarily  as  a  prosecutor,  but  also  as  a  de- 
fense attorney.  She  received  her  B.A.  from  Berkeley,  and  J.D.  from 
Harvard. 

Eric  Washington  is  being  nominated  to  be  an  Associate  Judge  of 
the  Superior  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  He  has  been  a  part- 
ner at  Hogan  and  Hartson  since  1990.  He  has  over  10  years  of  ex- 
perience in  private  practice.  He  was  the  principal  Deputy  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  in  the  Office  of  Corporation  Counsel  for  the  District 
of  Columbia.  His  background  also  includes  serving  as  a  senior  asso- 
ciate trial  attorney  at  Fulbright  and  Jaworski  and  Legislative  Di- 
rector and  Counsel  to  former  Congressman  Michael  Andrews.  He 
received  his  B.A.  from  Tufts  and  J.D.  from  Columbia. 

Inez  Smith  Reid  is  being  nominated  to  be  Associate  Judge  of  the 
D.C.  Court  of  Appeals.  She  has  served  as  an  Adjunct  Professor  and 
Constitutional  Scholar  at  American  University  since  1989.  She  has 
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experience  with  juvenile,  regulatory,  civil  and  criminal  law,  and, 
since  1989,  she  has  served  as  a  trained  mediator  in  the  Superior 
Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  She  has  taught  at  a  number  of 
universities  and  the  University  of  West  Virginia  College  of  Law. 
She  has  worked  for  the  Office  of  Corporation  Counsel  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  and  served  as  the  first  Inspector  General  of  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency.  She  received  a  B.A.  from  Tufts, 
L.L.B.  from  Yale,  M.A.  in  political  science  from  U.C.L.A.,  and  a 
Ph.D.,  in  Public  Law  and  Government  from  Columbia.  She  has  re- 
ceived more  degrees  than  most  who  come  before  us. 

It  is  customary  at  nominations  hearings  before  the  Committee  on 
Governmental  Affairs  to  summarize  for  the  record  the  confirmation 
procedure  which  is  prescribed  by  Committee  Rule  8  which  was 
adopted  in  1978.  This  procedure  is  meant  to  assure  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation of  the  nominee's  background,  qualifications,  integrity, 
and  suitability  to  serve  in  the  capacity  for  which  he  or  she  has 
been  nominated. 

The  nominees  have  given  detailed  information  to  the  Committee 
about  their  professional  achievements.  Each  of  the  nominees  fur- 
nished complete  financial  statements  and  that  information  was  re- 
viewed by  the  Committee  staff.  It  has  been  available  for  public  in- 
spection at  the  Committee  offices. 

The  FBI  conducted  a  thorough  background  investigation  of  each 
nominee  and  the  reports  of  those  investigations  were  reviewed  by 
the  Chairman  and  the  Ranking  Minority  Member  of  the  full  Com- 
mittee. The  nominees  were  also  interviewed  by  members  of  the 
Committee  staff  whose  summaries  to  the  Committee  are  kept  con- 
fidential. 

At  this  point,  I  want  to  extend  to  each  of  the  nominees  our  ap- 
preciation for  your  full  cooperation  through  every  facet  of  the  nomi- 
nation process.  Would  each  of  you  please  stand  and  raise  your  right 
hand? 

Do  you  solemnly  swear  that  the  testimony  you  are  about  to  give 
will  be  the  truth,  the  whole  truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  so 
help  you,  God? 

Ms.  Reid.  I  do. 

Ms.  Beck.  I  do. 

Ms.  Davis.  I  do. 

Mr.  Washington.  I  do. 

Senator  Cohen.  Before  we  go  any  further,  I  should  point  out  that 
Chief  Judge  Eugene  N.  Hamilton,  of  the  Superior  Court  for  the 
District  of  Columbia,  is  unable  to  attend  today's  hearing  because 
he  is  at  the  funeral  of  former  Chief  Judge  Gerard  Reilley,  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  Court  of  Appeals  who  died  last  Thursday  in 
an  automobile  accident.  Chief  Judge  Hamilton  had  wanted  to  at- 
tend the  hearing  today  to  show  his  support  for  the  D.C.  judicial 
nominees  and  he  asked  me  to  make  this  part  of  the  record.  He  re- 
grets that  he  cannot  be  here  today  to  lend  his  support  to  your 
nominations. 

Before  asking  any  questions,  I  would  like  to  ask  if  you  have  any 
family  members  or  guests  that  you  would  like  to  have  introduced 
to  the  Committee  today? 


TESTIMONY  OF  INEZ  SMITH  REID,  TO  BE  ASSOCIATE  JUDGE, 
DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA  COURT  OF  APPEALS 

Ms.  Reid.  Senator,  yes,  I  do.  I  have  with  me  my  twin  brother, 
the  Hon.  George  Bundy-Smith,  Sr.,  who  is  an  Associate  Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  of  New  York.  I  have  also  my 
other  brother,  Dr.  Sidney  R.  Smith,  Jr.,  who  is  a  biochemist  and 
Associate  Director  of  Immunology  at  the  Schering-Plough  Corpora- 
tion in  Kenilworth,  NJ.  I  have  my  niece,  Lisa  B.  Smith,  who  is  Sen- 
ior Counsel  to  Commissioner  Andrew  Barrett  of  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission;  and  I  am  expecting  my  niece.  Dr. 
Michelle  Smith,  who  is  a  physician  here  in  Washington;  and  also 
my  nephew,  Sidney  R.  Smith,  III,  who  is  an  Associate  at  Kirk- 
patrick  &  Lockhart. 

Senator  Cohen.  Jack  Kennedy  was  said  to  have  made  the  com- 
ment: "Never  has  so  much  talent  been  under  one  roof  since  Thomas 
Jefferson  dined  alone."  Your  family  obviously  also  qualifies  in  that 
category.  You  have  quite  an  extraordinary  family. 

Ms.  Reid.  Thank  you,  Senator. 

Senator  COHEN.  Anyone  else?

TESTIMONY  OF  ERIC  TYSON  WASHINGTON,  TO  BE  ASSOCIATE 
JUDGE,  SUPERIOR  COURT  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA 

Mr.  Washington.  I  am  accompanied  here  today  by  my  wife, 
Sheryl  Washington,  and  my  two  daughters,  Lindsay,  who  is  8;  and 
Erica,  who  is  5. 

Senator  Cohen.  Beautiful  family. 

Mr.  Washington.  Thank  you. 

Senator  Cohen.  Let  me  begin.  I  have  a  series  of  questions  I  will 
ask  each  of  you  to  respond  to.  They  are  standard  questions  which, 
under  the  Committee  rules,  we  must  ask  each  nominee  for  the 
record.  They  do  not  qualify  for  the  quiz  shows,  especially  Jeopardy. 

Let  me  ask  the  first  question.  Do  you  know  of  any  reason,  per- 
sonal or  otherwise,  which  would  prevent  you  from  fully  and  honor- 
ably discharging  your  responsibilities  as  a  Judge  on  the  court  to 
which  you  have  been  nominated?  Mr.  Washington? 

Mr.  Washington.  No,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Senator  Cohen.  Ms.  Beck? 

Ms.  Beck.  No,  Senator. 

Senator  Cohen.  Ms.  Davis? 

Ms.  Davis.  No,  Senator. 

Senator  COHEN.  Ms.  Reid? 


Ms.  Reid.  No,  Senator. 

Senator  COHEN.  Barring  some  unforeseen  circumstance,  if  you 
are  confirmed,  will  each  of  you  agree  to  complete  the  15-year  term 
of  office? 

Mr.  Washington.  I  certainly  intend  to,  sir. 

Ms.  Beck.  Yes,  Senator. 

Ms.  Davis.  Yes,  Senator. 

Ms.  Reid.  With  the  help  of  God,  yes. 

Senator  Cohen.  Are  you  aware  of  anj^hing  else  in  your  personal 
or  professional  background  which  would  pose  any  conflict  of  inter- 
est for  the  position  and  responsibilities  for  which  you  have  been 
nominated? 

Mr.  Washington.  No,  Senator. 

Ms.  Beck.  No,  Senator. 

Ms.  Davis.  No,  Senator. 

Ms.  Reid.  No,  Senator. 

Senator  Cohen.  If  a  conflict  should  present  itself,  how  would  you 
propose  to  resolve  it?  Mr.  Washington? 

Mr.  Washington.  Well,  if  a  conflict  presents  itself,  especially 
with  respect  to  my  employment  at  Hogan  and  Hartson,  I  would 
recuse  myself.  I  intend  to  recuse  myself  from  all  cases  that  come 
before  me  where  a  Hogan  and  Hartson  attorney  is  representing  any 
party.  Or  if  it  is  a  matter  with  which  I  was  substantially  involved, 
as  an  attorney  either  in  the  Corporation  Counsel's  Office  or  at 
Hogan  and  Hartson,  I  would  recuse  myself. 

Senator  CoHEN.  Let  me  rephrase  the  question  two  ways  so  that 
you  can  all  answer  it  in  two  separate  parts.  No.  1,  if  there  is  an 
actual  conflict  and  No.  2,  if  there  is  the  appearance  of  a  conflict? 

Mr.  Washington.  If  there  is  the  appearance  of  a  conflict,  I  would 
inform  the  parties  of  the  situation,  whether  it  was  or  was  not 
something  that  could  be  perceived  by  them  to  be  a  conflict,  and  tell 
them  on  the  record  my  relationship  with  either  of  the  two  parties. 
And  fi-om  there,  I  would  listen  to  the  parties,  decide  whether,  in 
fact,  there  is  a  conflict  or  whether  they  feel  uncomfortable  about 
the  relationship.  I  would  also  be  in  a  position  to  decide  whether  I 
felt  uncomfortable  and  I  would  recuse  myself  if  I  did. 

Senator  Cohen.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Washington. 

Ms.  Beck? 

Ms.  Beck.  Yes.  I  would  give  notice  of  a  potential  conflict  and 
then  I  would  recuse  myself  from  any  situation  where  my  impartial- 
ity could  be  reasonably  questioned. 

Senator  COHEN.  For  either  an  actual  conflict  or  the  appearance 
of  a  conflict? 

Ms.  Beck.  Well,  I  would  recuse  myself  absolutely  if  I  felt  I  could 
not  be  impartial  and  if  there  were  a  real  conflict.  But  even  if  there 
were  a  potential  conflict  and  I  were  convinced  that  it  was  a  reason- 
able question  about  my  impartiality,  I  would  recuse  myself. 

Senator  COHEN.  Ms.  Davis? 

Ms.  Davis.  I  would  certainly  recuse  myself  if  there  were  an  ac- 
tual conflict.  And  if  there  were  anything  suggesting  that  there 
might  be  a  conflict,  I  would  put  all  of  that  information  on  the 
record  and  discuss  it  further  with  the  parties  and  with  counsel. 

Senator  Cohen.  Ms.  Reid? 


Ms.  Reid.  Let  me  say,  Senator,  that  I  have  met  informally  with 
members  of  the  staff  in  the  Office  of  Ethics  in  Government  and  also 
with  the  consultant  who  is  assigned  to  the  District  of  Columbia 
Commission  on  Judicial  Tenure  and  Disabilities  to  review  my  back- 
ground and  also  to  review  my  current  activities  to  determine 
whether  or  not  there  are  certain  conflicts,  actual  or  perceived  con- 
flicts. 

I  have  already  accepted  that  advice  and,  as  my  colleagues  have 
stated,  I  clearly  would  step  down  and  recuse  myself  if  there  is  a 
clear  conflict  of  interest  or  an  appearance  of  interest. 

In  addition,  finally,  I  have  read  the  Code  on  Judicial  Conduct 
which  becomes  effective  June  1,  1995,  for  District  of  Columbia 
Judges,  which  is  modeled  after  the  ABA  model  code  and,  obviously, 
I  am  very  much  concerned  about  abiding  by  the  canons,  particu- 
larly canons  1  through  5.  And,  when  and  if  I  am  confirmed,  I  will 
also  consult  with  Associate  Judge  John  Farren,  who  is  the  Chief  of 
that  Committee,  just  to  make  sure  that  I  am  on  the  right  foot. 

Senator  Cohen.  Thank  you,  Ms.  Reid. 

Do  you  agree,  each  of  you,  without  reservation  to  respond  to  any 
reasonable  summons  to  appear  and  testify  before  a  duly  constituted 
committee  of  Congress,  if  you  are  confirmed? 

Mr.  Washington.  Yes,  Senator. 

Ms.  Beck.  Yes,  Senator. 

Ms.  Davis.  Yes,  Senator. 

Ms.  Reid.  Yes,  Senator. 

Senator  Cohen.  I  do  not  anticipate  that,  but  one  never  knows. 

In  addition  to  these  standard  questions,  I  would  ask  a  couple  of 
others.  You  are  supposed  to  judge  cases  on  the  facts  and  the  law 
and  not  let  any  outside  external  political  factors  influence  your 
judgement. 

How  would  you  handle  cases  in  which  there  are  political  consid- 
erations that  might  appear  to  threaten  your  objectivity? 

Mr.  Washington.  Well,  Senator,  I  am  not  sure  that  I  would 
agree  that  there  are  political  considerations  that  should  or  would 
affect  my  impartiality  on  a  case  that  is  brought  before  me.  I  intend 
to  try  to  judge  each  case  on  the  merits  as  it  is  presented  to  me. 

Should  it  become  or  should  a  situation  arise  where  I  believe  my 
judgrnent  would  be  impaired  because  of  some  external  interest,  I 
certainly  would  let  either  the  Chief  Judge  or  someone  in  a  position 
of  authority  know  that  I  felt  my  judgment  would  be  impaired  be- 
cause of  some  external  factor  that  was  not  part  of  the  record  or 
part  of  the  case  before  me. 

Senator  Cohen.  Ms.  Beck? 

Ms.  Beck.  Yes.  I  have  difficulty  imagining  a  political  situation 
that  I  think  would  affect  my  ability  to  deal  with  the  facts  of  the 
case,  but  if  that  would  arise,  I  would  certainly 

Senator  CoHEN.  Suppose  there  was  an  affirmative  action  case 
and  a  political  movement  underway  to  either  repeal,  modify,  or 
change  the  affirmative  action  program.  Suddenly  the  case  comes 
before  you.  Are  those  political  factors  that  one  takes  into  account? 
Could  they  influence  your  judgment  in  deciding  a  particular  case? 
We  all  know  that  the  myth  about  judges,  historically,  has  been  that 
they  are  all  blind  oracles  of  the  law. 
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That  somehow  when  they  put  on  that  black  robe  they  no  longer 
are  a  living  human  being  with  passions  and  philosophies  of  their 
own  but  rather  they  become  these  blind  oracles.  Of  course,  that 
myth  has  long  since  been  stripped  away.  In  fact,  in  Cardozo's  "Na- 
ture of  the  Judicial  Process"  there  is  a  footnote,  I  think  he  is 
quoting  a  French  philosopher  who  said,  "In  the  long  run,  there  is 
no  guarantee  of  justice  except  the  personality  of  the  judge." 

Even  Cardozo,  it  seems,  recognized  that  even  though  you  have 
the  robes  on  there  are  things  that  have  gone  into  each  of  your  lives, 
your  experiences,  which  make  up  a  personal  and  a  political  philoso- 
phy which  cannot  be  discarded.  The  question  is,  how  is  it  contained 
and  what  do  you  do  when  it  starts  to  surface? 

Ms.  Beck.  I  agree  with  you.  I  think  it  happens  in  every  case  that 
you  are  bringing  your  background  and  experience  and  potential 
prejudices,  if  you  will,  but  I  guess  I  do  feel  a  commitment  to  the 
rule  of  law,  and  would  hope  to  judge  each  case  on  its  facts  and 
apply  the  law. 

And  as  Eric  said,  if  a  case  would — I  cannot  envision  the  particu- 
lar case  right  now — but  if  a  case  came  where  I  felt  I  really  could 
not  do  that  because  of  my  own  set  of  background  and  experiences, 
then  I  would  remove  myself.  There  are  a  lot  of  other  judges  on  the 
court  who  could  take  over. 

Senator  Cohen.  There  are  others.  Some,  for  example,  who  would 
like  to,  perhaps,  roll  back  some  of  the  achievements  in  the  field  of 
civil  rights.  I  do  not  envision  that  at  this  moment,  but  one  never 
knows  where  we  might  be  in  a  year,  even,  in  terms  of  the  political 
spectrum.  Those  issues  may  come  before  you  and  given  your  own 
experience  in  those  respective  fields,  it  would  present  something  of 
a  dilemma  for  you,  I  would  think. 

Ms.  Davis? 

Ms.  Davis.  Senator,  I  can  make  an  absolute  commitment  to  you 
that  I  would  judge  every  case  on  the  basis  of  the  facts,  the  evi- 
dence, and  the  law  that  came  before  me.  Certainly  my  experience 
in  the  criminal  section  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Civil 
Rights  Division,  has  been  one  where  for  years  I  have  had  to  make 
very  hard  decisions  whether  to  prosecute  in  a  case  or  not  to  pros- 
ecute in  cases  where  there  are  fiercely  competing  opinions  about 
what  is  the  appropriate  course  of  action.  And  I  have  certainly  made 
it  my  mission  to  make  those  decisions  carefully,  impartially  on  the 
basis  of  the  law  and  the  evidence. 

And  I  would  continue  to  try  to  do  that  to  the  best  of  my  abilities. 

Senator  Cohen.  Ms.  Reid? 

Ms.  Reid.  Yes,  Senator.  I  think  it  is  a  very  important  question. 
Let  me  say  that  as  a  constitutional  scholar  I  have  studied  the 
writings  of  judges,  the  opinions  of  judges,  and  particularly  the 
views  of  judges  on  the  functions  of  a  judge.  And  what  sticks  in  my 
mind  most.  Senator,  I  guess,  is  what  Felix  Frankfurter  said  in 
terms  of  his  approach  to  the  law  and  his  approach  to  his  function 
as  a  judge. 

He  called  upon  a  writing  by  James  Bradley  Thayer  in  1893.  And 
in  that  writing,  James  Bradley  Thayer  spoke  about  the  clear  limits 
of  judicial  power.  I  think  what  every  judge  has  to  be  mindful  of  is 
that,  indeed,  there  are  clear  limits  and  that  a  judge  cannot  do  ev- 


erything.  Some  things  must  be  left  to  the  legislature  or  to  the  exec- 
utive branch  of  the  government. 

I  am  also  mindful  that  precedent  is  very  important  for  an  appel- 
late judge  and  clearly  I  would  adhere  to  precedent  as  it  comes 
down  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  precedent  as 
it  exists  within  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

So,  while  I  recognize  that  there  are  political  factors  outside  of  the 
judicial  arena  that  may  attempt  to  intrude  upon  a  judge's  decision 
making,  I  also  believe  that  there  are  checks  that  can  be  put  in 
place  to  make  certain  that  those  political  factors  do  not  weigh  in 
terms  of  the  outcome  of  a  decision. 

Senator  Cohen.  Do  you  subscribe  to  the  philosophy  espoused  by 
Justice  Scalia  then  in  terms  of  the  role  of  the  judge  in  looking  at 
legislative  matters? 

Ms.  Reid.  I  am  not  completely  with  Judge  Scalia's  philosophy  in 
terms  of  the  function  of  a  judge.  I  will  say  I  think  Judge  Scalia  is 
a  brilliant  jurist.  Personally  I  have  not  agreed  with  everything  that 
he  has  written,  but  the  important  thing  to  note,  as  a  judge,  is  that 
one's  personal  views  have  no  impact  on  a  decision. 

Senator  COHEN.  At  what  point — I  will  ask  each  of  you — does 
stari  decisis  control  or  not  control  in  your  judgment?  Would  you 
ever  exercise  your  judgment  to  disregard  a  precedent  in  the  court? 

Ms.  Reid.  I  would  be  hard  pushed  to  disregard  precedent.  I  think 
the  Supreme  Court  in  the  Casey  decision  set  forth  certain  param- 
eters for  the  determination  of  when  a  precedent  really  should  be 
adhered  to  in  terms  of  the  past  reliance  on  that  precedent,  in  terms 
of  maintaining  the  integrity  of  the  judicial  system.  And  I  think  that 
I  would  use  those  factors  that  are  set  forth  in  the  Casey  decision 
as  a  guide  to  whether  or  not  precedent  should  continue  to  exist. 

And,  certainly  as  a  judge  on  the  District  of  Columbia  Court  of 
Appeals  if  a  case  were  to  come  before  me  involving  a  precedent  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  I  think  one  would  have  to  think  twice  or 
maybe  even  three  times  about  being  so  brash  as  to  overturn  such 
a  precedent. 

Senator  Cohen.  Ms.  Davis? 

Ms.  Davis.  Yes.  I  think  stari  decisis  is  a  very  important  principle 
and  I  would  not  imagine  that  there  would  be  circumstances,  as  a 
trial  court  judge,  where  I  would  be  violating  that  principle. 

I  think  what  will  be  most  difficult  is  when  it  is  in  decisis.  When 
you  have  arguably  conflicting  opinions  from  your  own  courts  and 
issues  have  not  been  clearly  articulated  or  the  particular  aspect  of 
an  issue  that  you  are  dealing  with  as  a  trial  judge  has  not  really 
been  answered  clearly  by  the  courts,  then  I  would  do  the  best  I 
could  to  look  at  the  opinions  and  to  chart  the  best  course. 

Senator  Cohen.  Would  you  defer,  at  least,  defer  substantially  to 
legislative  jurisdiction  rather  than  seeking  to  achieve  what  you 
consider  to  be  a  desirable  social  objective? 

Ms.  Davis.  Then,  Senator 

Senator  COHEN.  Even  in  those  ambiguous  cases? 

Ms.  Davis.  I  would,  again,  make  the  very  best  decision  I  could 
on  the  evidence  and  the  law  that  was  presented  to  me  in  that  case. 

Senator  Cohen.  Ms.  Beck? 

Ms.  Beck.  I  certainly  agree  with  that.  In  response  to  the  legisla- 
tive question  that  you  have  asked,  I  guess,  twice  now,  I  guess  I 
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personally  think  that  there  is  some  benefit  to  be  gotten  from  look- 
ing at  legislative  history.  I  think  that — I  mean  I  understand  the  ar- 
gument that  sometimes  it  is  difficult  to  know  what  some  of  that 
legislative  history  could  mean  but  I  think  it  can  certainly  enlighten 
your  understanding  of  the  statute  to  see  some  of  the  legislative  his- 
tory, not  just  the  statutory  language. 

Senator  Cohen.  In, other  words,  you  would  seek  to  determine  leg- 
islative intent? 

Ms.  Beck.  I  think  it  is  one  factor  in  trying  to  interpret  the  stat- 
ute. I  do  not  have  a  complete  understanding  either  of  Justice 
Scalia's  position,  but  I  gather  that  it  is  that  he  would  disregard 
anjrthing  other  than  the  words  of  the  statute,  basically. 

Senator  Cohen.  He  has  a  minimum  of  high  regard  for  legislative 
intent.  I  think  that  is  fair  to  say. 

Ms.  Beck.  Right.  And  it  is  not  for  me  to  take  on  the  Justices  of 
the  Supreme  Court. 

Senator  Cohen.  Right. 

Ms.  Beck.  There  are  other  justices  who  disagree  with  him  and 
I  think  I  would  find  myself  sharing  more  their  views  that  you  can 
learn  from  looking  at  the  legislative  history  what  some  ambiguous 
language  might  mean. 

Senator  CoHEN.  I  think  it  is  a  legitimate  area  of  dispute  between 
Justice  Scalia  and  others  as  to  what  weight,  if  any,  should  be  given 
to  matters  outside  the  pure  or  clear  statutory  language.  If  there  is 
some  ambiguity  there  are  those  who  believe  the  ambiguity  must  be 
clarified  by  the  legislators  and  not  by  the  court. 

Mr.  Washington? 

Mr.  Washington.  Senator,  I  would  just  agree  with  my  col- 
leagues. Stari  decisis  is  one  of  the  most  important  principles  upon 
which  our  legal  system  is  based.  I  would  decide  each  case  as  it  was 
presented  to  me  based  on  the  facts,  and  based  on  the  evidence  and 
based  on  the  case  law. 

And  so  I  do  not  anticipate  that  I  will  be  giving  Judge  Designee 
Reid  an  opportunity  to  tell  me  that  I  misapplied  or  ignored  the  law 
too  soon,  anyway. 

Senator  Cohen.  Did  any  of  you  read  the  fi-ont-page  story  in  to- 
day's Washington  Post  concerning  the  trial  that  is  currently  taking 
place  on  the  West  Coast  and  what  the  implications  are  for  the 
court  generally,  not  only  in  that  case? 

You  represent  one  of  the  last  bastions  of  respect  in  the  country 
as  we  look  at  various  agencies.  You  watch  the  various  news  pro- 
grams and  read  the  number  of  articles  that  are  in  the  papers  daily 
about  the  anger  that  is  directed  toward  government  institutions 
and  government  officials,  public  officials,  and  politicians.  The  court, 
to  date,  nonetheless,  still  retains  the  image  and,  hopefully,  the  re- 
ality that  people  know  that  it  is  the  final  place  they  can  go  to 
achieve  what  we  call  justice — that  is  giving  every  person  his  or  her 
due. 

But  what  do  you  think  is  taking  place  with  respect  to  television 
in  the  courtroom?  Could  you  give  me  your  opinions  about  what  you 
see  as  the  advent  of  television  and  what  it  might  do  to  the  local 
system  if  that  were  to  ever  take  place? 
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What  are  your  personal  thoughts  about  this?  It  has  very  httle  to 
do  with  your  confirmation.  I  promise  you  I  will  not  hold  your  an- 
swers against  you. 

Mr.  Washington.  Senator,  I  will  address  the  question  first.  I 
think  it  is  an  interesting  question.  Although  I  have  not  followed 
the  Simpson  trial  in-depth,  I  do  believe  that  there  is  something 
that  television  does  to  remove  some  of  the  mystery  and  some  of  the 
decorum  that  has  been  part  of  the  judicial  process.  A  process  which 
should  remain  a  search  for  the  truth  as  opposed  to  an  opportunity 
to  present  oneself  in  one's  best  light.  It  is  important  to  try  to  get 
to  what  the  issue  is  that  the  court  needs  to  address. 

I  do  think  that  the  case  has  caused  a  lot  of  us  to  rethink  what 
our  role  would  be  and  should  be  as  jurists  and  as  lawyers.  And  I 
think  it  has  been  helpful  in  spurring  on  that  debate.  I  do  think 
that  it  is  important,  as  a  judge,  that  you  maintain  control  of  your 
courtroom.  I  am  not  familiar  with  all  the  issues  that  Judge  Ito  has 
had  to  face — but  certainly  there  seems  to  be  a  consensus  that  per- 
haps some  control  was  lost  of  that  case.  And  certainly  it  points  out 
to  me  that  I  must  maintain  a  great  deal  of  control  over  my  court- 
room. 

Senator  COHEN.  Ms.  Beck? 

Ms.  Beck.  I  followed  the  case  somewhat.  I  found  it  very  interest- 
ing and  particularly  it  has  resulted  in  my  reevaluating  my  own 
views  about  television  in  the  courtroom.  I  guess  before  that  case  I, 
as  a  citizen,  had  wanted  to  attend  a  couple  of  trials  that  were  in 
the  District  Court  here  that  were  getting  a  lot  of  coverage  and  were 
of  great  interest  to  the  nation,  really.  And  you  had  a  situation 
where  there  would  only  be  a  couple  of  public  seats  and  you  would 
have  to  stand  in  line  all  day.  And  even  if  you  got  in,  you  would 
get  in  for  part  of  the  morning  and  you  might  have  the  bad  luck 
that  they  were  having  bench  conferences  all  morning. 

So  really  there  was  no  access  to  the  courtroom,  and  I  was  trou- 
bled by  that,  because  there  were  trials  that  I  did  not  want  to  have 
to  learn  about  only  through  the  newspaper  or  through  the  tele- 
vision. 

Having  said  that,  having  watched  the  Simpson  trial  the  idea  of 
television  in  the  courtroom  does  give  me  pause,  because  I  think  the 
influence  of  the  extensive  coverage  has  not  necessarily  been  a  posi- 
tive one.  Televised  coverage  has  dragged  this  case  out  and  you 
have  the  lawyers  all  playing  to  the  cameras  and  so  on.  I  think  it 
has  been  a  very  difficult  situation  for  Judge  Ito  to  get  control  and 
to  exercise  control.  He  is  apparently  exercising  more  now.  So  I 
guess  I  am  finding  myself  maybe  beginning  to  reevaluate  my  view 
about  television  in  the  courtroom  because  of  the  case. 

Senator  COHEN.  Ms.  Davis? 

Ms.  Davis.  Yes.  Senator,  certainly  there  are  some  benefits  to 
having  televisions  in  the  courtrooms.  I  think  there  are  also  very 
great  costs.  And  I  think  we  are  seeing  in  the  LA  trial  right  now 
some  of  those  costs.  And  I  do  understand  that  there  has  been  a 
committee  at  the  Superior  Court  that  has  been  evaluating  and  dis- 
cussing this  and  trying  to  arrive  at  its  own  opinion. 

I  can  only  say  in  my  own  experience,  again,  when  we  were  faced 
in  a  situation  in  Los  Angeles,  emanating  from  the  beating  of  Rod- 
ney King,  where  the  first  proceedings  were  televised.  The  second

one,  in  which  I  was  involved,  the  Federal  proceedings  were  not.  I 
was  personally  grateful  they  were  not. 

I  think  it  did  remove  some  of  the  pressure  that  otherwise  would 
have  existed. 

Senator  Cohen.  Ms.  Reid? 

Ms.  Reid.  Senator,  I  recall  when  my  twin  brother  was  before  the 
New  York  State  Legislature  for  his  confirmation  hearing,  a  similar 
question  was  raised,  and  I  really  wish  I  could  remember  his  an- 
swer. 

Senator  Cohen.  Do  you  want  to  yield  right  now?  [Laughter.] 

Ms.  Reid.  However,  let  me  say  that  for  some  time  as  television's 
uses  increased  the  tension  between  the  First  Amendment  and  the 
Sixth  Amendment,  in  particular,  has  come  into  play.  I  think  the 
First  Amendment,  historically,  has  been  given  a  place  of  preference 
in  our  Bill  of  Rights. 

At  the  same  time,  I  am  very  mindful  that  the  Sixth  Amendment 
is  extraordinarily  important  for  an  individual,  particularly  one, 
who  faces  criminal  prosecution. 

How  I  would  come  down  is  to  say  that  the  preference  for  the 
First  Amendment  should  continue.  However,  I  think  courts  have  to 
be  very  mindful  that  when  that  preference  for  the  First  Amend- 
ment begins  to  intrude  on  a  person's  right  to  a  fair  and  impartial 
trial  then,  at  that  point,  maybe  some  adjustment  will  have  to  be 
made. 

But  it  is  an  extraordinarily  important  question  and  one  that  I 
think  we  will  hear  debated  again  and  again.  And  certainly  the  Los 
Angeles  trial  of  O.J.  Simpson  has  raised  a  number  of  questions 
about  the  presence  of  television  cameras  within  the  courtroom. 

I  think  it  is  too  early  to  draw  a  final  conclusion,  in  my  personal 
view,  a^>niit  the  presence  of  those  TV  cameras,  but  certainly  it  is 
a  situation  that  I  think  one  needs  to  keep  a  careful  watch  on. 

Senator  Cohen.  You  know  we  went  through  this  debate  for  some 
years  in  the  Senate.  Senator  Howard  Baker,  as  I  recall,  was  the 
one  who  was  leading  the  effort  to  bring  television  cameras  into  the 
Senate  Chamber  which,  at  that  point,  had  resisted  the  temptation 
very  strongly. 

I  believe  it  was  in  1985,  when  it  finally  was  introduced  in  the 
Senate.  There  is  still  a  debate  which  continues  today  as  to  whether 
that  was  a  wise  or  unwise  decision  because,  prior  to  that  time,  we, 
as  Senators  and  Congressmen,  enjoyed  some  level  of  mystique 
which  has  been  stripped  away  by  the  glaring  flood  lights  of  the 
cameras.  And  that  has  had  its  own  political  repercussions. 

But  with  respect  to  the  court,  you  used  the  word,  I  believe,  Mr. 
Washington,  mystique.  A  sense  of  mystique  and  majesty  is  also 
very,  very  important  for  the  court.  To  the  extent  that  we  strip 
away  that  mystique  or  majesty,  we  also  invite  the  same  sort  of  de- 
mocratization of  the  system.  I  do  not  mean  it  in  the  way  it  sounds, 
but  rather  in  our  current  political  system  everybody  now  feels  as 
well  informed  as  we  are.  Therefore,  they  give  less  and  less  credence 
to  the  judgment  we  reach  because  they  feel  that  they  have  the 
same  information  available  and  can  make  the  same  decisions. 

I  doubt  very  much  whether  that  will  happen  with  respect  to  the 
court.  But,  nonetheless,  you  can  see  it  on  Court  TV.  More  and  more 
now  are  making  their  own  judgments  on  what  is  the  correct  admis- 
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sion  of  evidence,  what  should  be  excluded,  and  second-guessing  the 
judges. 

So  it  is  a  social  issue  as  well  as  a  judicial  one  but  not  to  be  re- 
solved here.  I  do  not  want  to  delay  this  any  further.  The  children 
have  been  magnificent.  I  would  love  to  continue  this  discussion  and 
I  might  say  this  is  going  to  be  in  all  probability  the  last  time  you 
will  appear  before  me  sitting  up  here  in  this  elevated  dias. 

I  hope  that  I  never  have  an  occasion,  except  as  a  practicing  attor- 
ney, to  appear  before  any  of  you  in  the  future,  and  I  mean  that  in 
the  kindest  sense. 

Do  you  have  any  general  comments  or  any  other  observations 
that  you  would  like  to  pass  on  for  the  Committee  record? 

Do  not  feel  compelled  if  you  do  not. 

Ms.  Reid.  Senator,  I  would  just  like  to  thank  you  for  your  gra- 
ciousness.  I  know  your  schedule  has  been  extremely  hectic.  And  we 
are  grateful  that  you  have  found  time  for  this  hearing.  I  would  also 
like  to  thank  your  staff  and  the  Committee  staff,  in  particular,  who 
have  been  most  gracious  and  helpful  to  us  in  preparing  for  this 
hearing  and  our  Department  of  Justice  liaison,  Ms.  Mary  Morgan. 
I  would  also  like  to  thank,  and  I  guess  most  importantly,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  for  the  nomination. 

Senator  Cohen.  I  would  like  to  say  I  wish  the  cameras  were  here 
today  so  they  could  capture  the  qualities  that  each  of  you  bring  to 
the  position  to  which  you  have  been  nominated. 

The  Committee  has  no  further  questions  to  ask  of  you.  I  can  as- 
sure you  we  will  act  as  quickly  as  possible  to  get  your  names  re- 
ported out  and  confirmed  so  that  you  can  assume  the  position  to 
which  you  have  been  nominated. 

Congratulations  to  you  and  to  your  lovely  families. 

Mr.  Washington.  Thank  you,  very  much. 

Ms.  Reid.  Thank  you.  Senator. 

Ms.  Davis.  Thank  you.  Senator. 

Ms.  Beck.  Thank  you,  Senator.

I  testified  before  Congress  in  connection  with  my  nomination  in  1979  to 
be  the  first  Inspector  General  of  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency.  On 
October  17,  1979,  I  testified  before  the  Senate  Committee  on  Environment 
and  Public  Works.  On  November  27,  1979,  I  testified  before  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Governmental  Affairs. 
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During  my  tenure  as  Inspector  General,  I  also  testified  before  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  with  respect  to  certain  investigations  conducted 
by  the  Office  of  the  Inspector  General,  but  I  do  not  now  recall  the  subject 
matter  or  the  dates  of  the  testimony. 

During  my  tenure  as  Corporation  Counsel,  D.C.  from  September  1983  to 
August  1986,  I  testified  before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.  I  do  not 
recall  all  of  the  subject  areas  or  the  dates  of  my  testimony.  However,  one 
occasion  related  to  the  impact  of  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court's  legislative  veto 
decision  in  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  v.  Chadha,  462  U.S. 
919  (1983)  on  the  District  of  Columbia  Self-Government  and  Governmental 
Reorganization  Act  ("Home  Rule  Act").  Other  occasions  concerned  the  budg- 
et of  the  Office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  during  hearings  on  the  D.C.  Ap- 
propriations Act.

(a)  Do  you  know  why  you  were  chosen  for  this  nomination  by  the  President? 

I  have  not  been  informed  of  the  reasons  the  President  selected  me  for  this 
nomination.  However,  I  expect  that  the  selection  was  traceable  to  my  back- 
ground and  standing  in  the  legal  community. 

(b)  What  do  you  believe  in  your  background  or  employment  experience  affirma- 
tively qualifies  you  for  this  particular  appointment? 

I  believe  that  my  public  service  career  and  my  years  in  private  practice 
and  teaching  have  given  me  the  type  of  broad  and  specific  experience  essen- 
tial to  perform  well  as  an  Associate  Judge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Court 
of  Appeals.  I  have  had  experience  at  the  State,  Federal  and  local  levels  of 
government.  In  terms  of  general  categories  of  law,  I  have  had  experience 
with  juvenile,  regulatory,  civil  and  criminal  law.  I  have  handled  both  trial 
and  appellate  work,  and  written  legal  memoranda,  motions,  and  legal 
briefs.  I  have  argued  and  handled  cases  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia;  the  U.S.  District  Court,  D.C;  the  U.S.  Bankruptcy  Court, 
D.C;  the  District  of  Columbia  Court  of  Appeals;  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals; 
the  U.S.  District  Court,  District  of  Maryland;  the  U.S.  District  Court,  West- 
ern Division  of  Virginia;  the  State  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts;  the 
State  Supreme  Court  of  New  York;  the  State  Supreme  Court  of  New  York, 
Appellate  Division;  and  a  few  other  courts  on  the  East  coast. 

As  General  Counsel  to  the  New  York  State  Executive  Department,  Divi- 
sion For  Youth  and  as  Corporation  Counsel,  D.C,  my  work  involved  laws 
relating  to  juvenile  delinquents,  persons  in  need  of  supervision  and  abused 
and  neglected  children.  As  Deputy  General  Counsel  for  Regulation  Review 
at  the  old  U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  I  gained  a 
rich  background  in  regulatory  law  as  well  as  an  extensive  background  in 
substantive  law  such  as  that  concerning  Social  Security,  AFDC,  Medicaid, 
Medicare,  health  care  and  health  care  financing,  public  health  and  elemen- 
tary, secondary  and  higher  education.  This  background  was  augmented  dur- 
ing my  tenure  in  the  Corporation  Counsel's  office  where  I  provided  advice 
on  regulatory  matters,  handled  regulatory  or  administrative  law  proceed- 
ings, and  drafted  and  reviewed  regulations  on  such  diverse  matters  as  per- 
sonnel and  hazardous  waste.  In  private  practice,  I  have  handled  adminis- 
trative or  regulatory  proceedings.  For  example,  I  handled  a  matter  before 
the  District  of  Columbia  Alcohol  and  Beverage  Control  Board  involving  cash 
discounts  given  by  beer  wholesalers  to  retailers,  and  another  before  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  Board  of  Medicine  involving  licensure  of  a  medical  doctor 
at  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital  following  the  transfer  of  the  hospital  to  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.  In  my  private  practice  I  have  also  represented  transport- 
ers and  small  businesses  in  Environmental  Protection  Agency  administra- 
tive proceedings  under  Superfund  and  the  Clean  Water  Act. 

I  have  a  solid  background  in  various  civil  law  subject  areas.  One  of  my 
specialty  areas  has  been  environmental  law  and  litigation.  Another  of  my 
areas  of  specialty  has  been  property  and  landlord  and  tenant  matters.  Cur- 
rently I  am  defending  a  multi  million  dollar  premises  liability  case  in  the 
U.S.  District  Court,  D.C.  I  have  prepared  successful  appellate  briefs  for  con- 
struction contract  cases.  I  have  also  prepared  successful  appellate  briefs  in- 
volving zoning  (conditional  use,  non  conforming  use)  and  environmental  law 
issues.  Moreover,  during  my  days  as  Corporation  Counsel,  D.C,  I  played  an 
active  role  in  cases  involving  such  issues  as  the  District  of  Columbia  Com- 
prehensive Merit  Personnel  Act,  the  District  of  Columbia  workers'  com- 
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pensation  system,  issues  relating  to  demonstrations  within  a  certain  dis- 
tance of  an  embassy,  the  District's  claims  against  Air  Florida  after  the  trag- 
ic crash  of  an  Air  Florida  plane;  and  issues  relating  to  the  Home  Rule  Act. 
My  study  of  criminal  law  intensified  in  my  last  year  in  law  school  during 
which  I  specialized  in  the  criminal  law  division.  During  my  tenure  as  In- 
spector General  of  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  I  worked 
with  criminal  investigators,  auditors,  assistant  U.S.  attorneys,  and  the  De- 
partment of  Justice  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  Inspector  General  Act 
(i.e.  to  prevent  and  weed  out  fraud,  abuse  and  waste  in  government  pro- 

rams).  During  the  time  I  spent  with  the  Corporation  Counsel,  D.C.'s  office, 
gained  substantial  experience  with  District  of  Columbia  criminal  laws. 
For  example,  I  participated  in  the  drafting  and  redrafting  of  the  Theft  and 
White  Collar  Crimes  Act  of  1982  pertaining  to  the  District's  theft  and 
fraud-related  statutes,  and  the  District's  criminal  laws  relating  to  forgery. 
With  the  U.S.  Attorney's  office,  I  participated  in  the  legislative  effort  in 
1982  to  strengthen  the  District's  bail  and  pre-trial  detention  laws,  and  also 
assisted  in  the  codification  of  the  District's  Uniform  Controlled  Substances 
Act.  While  Corporation  Counsel,  D.C.  between  1983  and  1985,  I  created  in 
the  Criminal  Division  of  the  office  welfare  fraud  and  Medicaid  fraud  sec- 
tions as  well  as  a  special  unit  to  target  habitual,  serious  and  violent  juve- 
niles. 

Since  1989,  I  have  served  as  a  trained  mediator  for  numerous  tort,  con- 
tract and  other  matters  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia. This  experience  has  given  me  insight  and  additional  knowledge  of 
the  broad  range  and  types  of  cases  which  may  ultimately  end  up  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  Court  of  Appeals. 

My  scholarly  work  as  a  professor  over  the  past  thirty  years  has  aug- 
mented my  knowledge  of  substantive  areas  of  the  law  and  provided  me  with 
opportunities  to  engage  in  scholarly  research  and  writing  which  represent 
two  of  the  tools  of  an  appellate  court  judge.  I  have  been  fortunate  to  teach 
at  different  institutions  with  different  types  of  student  bodies,  including  the 
State  University  of  New  York,  the  City  University  of  New  York,  the  Univer- 
sity of  West  Virginia  College  of  Law,  and  now  the  American  University.  My 
teaching  expertise  is  in  the  area  of  constitutional  law  (including  national 
powers.  State  and  local  powers  and  separation  of  powers),  torts  and  litiga- 
tion strategy.  I  have  formal  training  not  onlv  in  law  but  also  in  public  law 
and  government.  Equally  important,  I  have  been  able  to  apply  and  test  my 
formal  education  in  various  governmental  positions. 

Finally,  I  have  acquired  management  and  administrative  experience  as 
Deputy  General  Counsel  for  Regulation  Review  at  the  old  HEW  during 
which  I  handled  and  managed  a  plethora  of  regulations;  as  Inspector  Gen- 
eral of  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  during  which  I  managed 
a  $9  million  budget  and  numerous  employees  throughout  the  country;  and 
as  Corporation  Counsel,  D.C.  during  which  I  administered  a  $6  million 
budget  and  served  as  the  main  supervisor  in  an  office  which  then  had  over 
200  attorneys  and  an  enormous  workload.  These  experiences  will  help  me 
to  manage  the  demanding  caseload  of  an  appellate  judge.

If  possible,  I  would  like  to  continue  teaching  my  Constitutional  Law  I 
course  at  the  School  of  Public  Affairs,  American  University.  The  course 
meets  once  a  week  from  5:30  p.m.  to  8  p.m.  during  the  academic  year.  I 
am  paid  $5,000  a  year  for  teaching  the  course.  Canon  4(B)  of  the  ABA 
Model  Code  of  Judicial  Conduct  (1990)  ("ABA  Model  Code")  states  that:  "A 
judge  may  speak,  write,  lecture,  teach  and  participate  in  other  extra-judi- 
cial activities  concerning  the  law,  the  legal  system,  the  administration  of 
justice  and  non-legal  subjects,  subject  to  the  requirements  of  this  Code." 
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",'hiie  my  teaching  activities  appear  permissible,  they  must  be  examined  in 
the  context  of  other  Canons  of  the  ABA  Model  Code,  particularly  Canons 
i  through  3.  I  would  want  to  make  certain  that  my  teaching  does  not  inter- 
fere with  my  judicial  duties,  and  that  it  does  not  constitute  any  impropriety 
or  appearance  of  impropriety. 

I  have  contacted  the  Office  of  Government  Ethics  and  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia Judicial  Disabilities  and  Tenure  Commission  to  seek  advice  with  re- 
sp'jct  to  this  matter. 

3.  Do  you  have  any  plans,  commitments  or  agreements  after  completing  government 
service  to  resume  employment,  affiliation  or  practice  with  your  previous  employer, 
business  firm,  association  or  organization? 

I  do  not  have  any  such  plans,  commitments  or  agreements.

My  current  law  firm,  Lewis,  White  &  Clay,  P.C,  which  I  joined  in  Feb- 
ruary 1994  has  served  as  Bond  Counsel  to  the  District  of  Columbia.  I  am 
not  a  bond  counsel  or  a  member  of  the  Firm's  Public  Finance  Department. 
However,  from  time  to  time,  I  am  asked  to  advise  on  matters  relating  to 
public  law  in  general  and  the  District  of  Columbia  Self-Government  and 
fTovernmental  Reorganization  Act  ("the  Home  Rule  Act")  in  particular.  In 
that  regard,  I  am  currently  providing  legal  advice  relating  to  laws,  regula- 
tions and  contractual  agreements  governing  the  District's  water  and  sewer 
utility  administration  to  the  engineering  firm  of  Black  &  Veatch.  Black  & 
Veatch  advises  the  District  on  water  and  sewer  utility  matters. 

I  was  employed  by  the  Office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  from  February 
1981  to  July  1985,  and  served  as  Corporation  Counsel,  D.C.  during  the  last 
two  years  of  my  tenure  with  the  Office.  There  may  be  a  few  matters  on  the 
calendar  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Court  of  Appeals  which  relate  to  mat- 
ters on  which  I  advised  during  my  tenure. 

I  have  been  a  director,  trustee  or  member  of  several  nonprofit  corpora- 
tions and  organizations.  Currently  I  am  a  trustee  or  governor  of  three  edu- 
cational institutions:  Tufts  University,  Lancaster  Theological  Seminary  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  School  of  Law.  I  serve  on  the  Administration  and 
Finance  Committee  at  Tufts  and  am  the  Chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors at  the  D.C.  School  of  Law.  In  addition,  I  serve  on  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  KUSER  (Human  Services,  Educational  and  Research)  Institute,  the 
Fair  Employment  Council  of  Greater  Washington,  and  the  American  Lung 
Association,  D.C.  I  am  Chairperson  of  the  Fair  Employment  Council.  I  have 
been  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Washington  Lawyers  Committee  for  Civil 
Rights  and  Urban  Affairs,  and  am  a  D.C.  Commissioner  for  the  National 
Conference  of  Commissioners  on  Uniform  State  Laws. 

I  hold  memberships  in  the  American  Bar  Association,  the  Association  of 
the  Bar  of  New  York,  the  Federal  Bar  Association,  the  National  Bar  Asso- 
ciation, the  Washington  Bar  Association,  the  Women's  National  Democratic 
Club,  and  the  City  Club. 
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3.  Describe  any  business  relationship,  dealing  or  financial  transaction  which  you 
have  had  during  the  last  10  years,  whether  for  yourself,  on  behalf  of  a  client,  or 
acting  as  an  agent,  that  could  in  any  way  constitute  or  result  in  a  possible  conflict 
of  interest  in  the  position  to  which  you  have  been  nominated. 

Since  1986,  I  have  been  employed  by  and  represented  clients  through

During  my  term  in  the  Corporation  Counsel's  office,  I  testified  in  supDort 
of  Executive  Branch  legislative  initiatives  before  the  Council  of  the  District 
of  Columbia.  In  private  practice,  I  have  not  engaged  in  lobbying  activities 
in  behalf  of  any  legislation,  or  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  any  public  pol- 
icy. As  a  non-compensated  Chairperson  of  the  District  of  Colum.bia  School 
of  Law  Board  of  Governors,  I  have  testified  before  the  D.C.  legislature  in 
support  of  a  budget  for  the  law  school,  and  last  year  spoke  directly  to  one 
member  of  Congress  in  support  of  the  continuation  of  the  law  school. 

5.  Explain  how  you  will  resolve  any  potential  conflict  of  interest,  including  any  that 
may  be  disclosed  by  your  responses  to  the  above  items.  (Please  provide  copies  of  any 
trust  or  other  agreements.) 

I  am  currently  in  the  process  of  reviewing  my  activities,  business  rela- 
tionships and  activities  to  determine  compliance  with  Canons  1  tl '.rough  5 
of  the  ABA  Model  Code.  Under  Canon  1,  I  will  make  certain  that  I  test  my 
activities  and  relationships  against  high  standards  of  conduct  to  preseive 
the  integrity  and  independence  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Court  of  Ap- 
peals. Under  Canon  2,  I  will  take  steps  to  avoid  impropriety  or  the  appear- 
ance of  impropriety.  Under  Canon  3,  I  will  cease  any  activities  that  will  not 
permit  me  to  perform  my  duties  diligently  and  impartially.  In  keeping  with 
Canon  4,  I  will  not  maintain  any  extra-judicial  activities  that  represent  a 
risk  of  conflict  with  my  judicial  obligations.  And  under  Canon  5,  I  v.'ill  re- 
frain from  inappropriate  political  activity. 

I  have  already  decided  to  resign  from  the  Washington  Lawyers  Commit- 
tee for  Civil  Rights  and  Urban  Affairs,  the  Fair  Employment  Council  of 
Greater  Washington,  and  the  Women's  National  Democratic  Club.  In  addi- 
tion, I  will  step  down  from  the  Chair  of  the  D.C.  School  of  Law  Board  of 
Governors.  I  will  continue  to  review  my  other  non-profit  activities. 

I  will  ask  another  attorney  to  take  over  as  escrow  agent  for  the  remain- 
ing client  related  matter  for  which  I  now  serve  as  such  agent.  At  this  point, 
in  light  of  Canon  4(D)(2),  it  does  not  appear  that  I  will  have  to  give  up  my 
role  as  escrow  agent  for  the  family  residential  property  located  in  Corpus 
Christi,  Texas  since  "a  judge  may,  subject  to  the  requirements  of  [the  ABA 
Model  Code],  hold  and  manage  investments  of  the  judge  and  members  of 
the  judge's  family,  including  real  estate,  and  engage  in  other  remunerative 
activity."  However,  I  will  continue  to  review  this  matter. 

I  will  recuse  myself  or  disclose  relevant  information  about  my  relation- 
ships and  associations  in  any  case  in  which  I  believe  I  have  a  conflict,  and 
in  any  situation  where  there  could  be  any  question  about  my  impartiality. 

I  have  contacted  the  Office  of  Government  Ethics  and  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia Judicial  Disabilities  and  Tenure  Commission  to  review  the  matters 
discussed  in  sections  (B)  and  (C)  of  this  questionnaire.

I  have  never  been  disciplined  or  cited  for  a  breach  of  ethics  for  unpro- 
fessional conduct  by,  or,  to  my  knowledge,  been  the  subject  of  a  complaint 
to  any  court,  administrative  agency,  professional  association,  disciplinary 
committee,  or  other  professional  group. 

In  April  1984,  during  the  first  year  of  my  tenure  as  Corporation  Counsel, 
D.C.,  a  Washington  Post  newspaper  story  appeared  on  my  co-purchase  in 
November  1983  of  a  two  unit  residential  townhouse.  One  of  the  units  served 
as  my  residence.  The  co-purchaser  who  occupied  the  other  unit  as  her  resi- 
dence was  also  an  employee  of  the  Office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and 
became  my  executive  and  legislative  assistant  after  my  elevation  to  the  po- 
sition of  Corporation  Counsel,  D.C.  When  I  was  moved  from  the  position  of 
Deputy  Corporation  Counsel,  Legal  Counsel  Division  to  the  position  of  Act- 
ing Corporation  Counsel  on  September  28,  1983,  I  was  not  my  co-pur- 
chaser's supervisor.  Prior  to  that  time,  on  April  26,  1983,  my  co-purchaser's 
then  supervisor  recommended  her  for  promotion  due  to  her  outstanding 
performance  on  regulatory  and  other  matters  within  the  Legislation  and 
Opinion  Section  of  the  Office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel.  However,  all  pro- 
motions were  caught  up  in  a  "freeze"  until  the  new  fiscal  year  beginning 
in  October  1983.  When  the  freeze  was  lifted  I  signed  off  on  her  promotion 
as  well  as  others. 

Even  though  the  D.C.  Inspector  General  announced  that  there  was  noth- 
ing to  investigate  after  the  Washington  Post  article  appeared,  I  personally 
asked  the  Mayor  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  investigate  the  matter  to 
determine  whether  there  had  been  any  violation  of  D.C.  laws  or  the  Ethics 
Code  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  Mayor  appointed  the  late  Professor 
Herbert  O.  Reid,  Sr.  (no  relation  to  me)  who  conducted  the  investigation. 
In  his  written  report,  presented  to  the  Mayor  (and  provided  to  the  FBI 
agents  who  conducted  my  background  check).  Professor  Reid  found  that  the 
"promotion  was  not  causally  related  to  the  purchase  of  the  real  estate  .  .  . 
[and  that]  the  purchase  was  conceived  and  partially  executed  before  (I)  be- 
came Corporation  Counsel  and  during  a  period  when  [my  co-purchaser's] 
immediate  supervisor  was  someone  other  than  [myself]."  (p.  5  of  the  inves- 
tigative report).  Furthermore,  Professor  Reid's  report  found  that  the  per- 
formance of  my  co-purchaser  "was  exceptional  and  outstanding.  .  .  .  [and 
that]  independent  of  the  Corporation  Counsel's  office,  .  .  .  the  D.C.  Office 
of  Personnel  rated  her  superior  on  each  rating  factor  for  the  position  of  Ex- 
ecutive and  Legislative  Assistant  .  .  .  [and)  that  the  position  was  filled  in 
accordance  with  applicable  sections  of  the  D.C.  Office  of  Personnel  Rules 
and  Regulations."  (p.  10  of  the  investigative  report). 

Professor  Reid's  report  revealed  that  about  six  weeks  prior  to  the  closing 
on  the  real  estate,  I  had  asked  for  and  received  an  opinion  of  the  Ethics 
Counselor  as  to  whether  there  was  an  actual  or  potential  conflict  of  interest 
with  respect  to  the  proposed  purchase.  An  oral  opinion  was  rendered  indi- 
cating that  the  purchase  would  not  violate  any  conflict  of  interest  law,  rule 
or  regulation. 

At  the  time  of  the  purchase  of  the  property,  I  was  legally  separated  but 
not  divorced.  Hence,  I  took  the  property  as  a  joint  tenant  rather  than  as 
a  tenant  in  common  because  of  an  interpretation  of  D.C.  law.  Due  to  the 
joint  ownership  of  the  property  coupled  with  my  job  supervision  of  my  co- 
purchaser.  Professor  Reid's  report  concluded  that  a  conflict  existed  even 
though  there  had  been  no  injury  to  the  public  interest  and  even  though 
there  was  no  violation  of  Federal  or  District  laws,  rules  or  regulations  in 
the  purchase  of  the  property  or  in  the  promotion  of  my  co-purchaser.  The 
conflict  was  removed  when  my  co-purchaser  was  transferred  to  another  of- 
fice of  the  District  of  Columbia  government. 
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2.  Have  you  ever  been  investigated,  arrested,  charged  or  held  by  any  Federal,  State, 
or  other  law  enforcement  authority  for  violation  of  any  Federal,  State,  county  or  mu- 
nicipal law,  regulation  or  ordinance,  other  than  a  minor  traffic  offense?

In  1962,  I  was  arrested  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut  on  misdemeanor 
charges  of  conspiracy  and  giving  false  information  to  the  police  regarding 
a  domestic  altercation  and  a  gunshot  wound.  I  was  not  involved  in  nor 
present  at  the  time  of  the  altercation  and  the  gunshot  wound.  I  gave  no 
information  to  the  police.  The  charges  against  me  were  nolled  by  the  pros- 
ecuting attorney  on  the  ground,  inter  alia,  that  there  was  "nothing  in  the 
conduct  of  [the  case)  that  [could]  implicate  me  even  through  innuendos." 

The  circumstances  of  this  arrest  were  investigated  fully  prior  to  my  ad- 
mission to  the  California,  New  York  and  District  of  Columbia  Bars,  and 
prior  to  my  confirmation  in  1979  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as 
Inspector  General  of  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency.  I  have  pre- 
viously provided  the  FBI  and  others  with  a  copy  of  the  transcript  of  the  pro- 
ceeding during  which  the  charges  against  me  were  nolled. 

3.  Have  you  or  any  business  of  which  you  are  or  were  an  officer  ever  been  involved 
as  a  party  in  interest  in  any  administrative  agency  proceeding  or  other  civil  litiga- 
tion?

I  have  never  been  an  officer  of  any  for  profit  business. 

In  1990,  I  was  the  Plaintiff  in  an  amicable  and  uncontested  divorce  ac- 
tion, Reid  V.  Reid,  Civil  Action  No.  DR-2407-90d,  Superior  Court  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  Family  Division.  The  divorce  was  based  on  a  1983 
legal  separation  agreement  and  was  granted  on  November  14,  1990. 

In  1990,  I  was  voted  as  a  Partner  of  the  law  firm  of  Washington,  Perito 
and  Dubuc.  I  never  signed  the  partnership  agreement,  or  made  any  capital 
contribution  to  consummate  the  partnership  because  of  questions  concern- 
ing the  firm's  viability.  I  was  not  in  a  position  of  influence  or  control  in  the 
firm.  In  1991,  the  firm  ceased  business.  After  the  demise  of  the  law  firm, 
vendors,  including  the  landlord  and  the  insurance  carrier  sued  partners  of 
the  law  firm  on  outstanding  invoices.  I  was  not  one  of  those  originally  sued. 
I  was  not  a  guarantor  of  the  lease.  Nonetheless,  as  a  procedural  defensive 
strategy,  partners  who  had  been  sued  took  the  position  that  no  suit  could 
go  forward  until  everyone  elected  to  partnership  had  been  brought  into  the 
case.  Thus,  although  I  was  not  sued  originally,  I  was  brought  into  the  cases. 
However,  no  judgment  was  ever  rendered  against  me.  In  the  case  of  the 
landlord,  the  Court  refused  to  grant  summary  judgment  against  me,  as  it 
did  against  the  partners  who  were  originally  sued. 

Eventually,  several  partners  of  the  firm,  filed  a  petition  for  bankruptcy 
in  behalf  of  the  firm.  I  was  again  brought  into  the  proceeding  on  procedural 
grounds.  The  entire  matter  with  the  firm  and  its  vendors  has  been  settled. 
In  the  interest  of  helping  former  colleagues  and  avoiding  further  legal  ex- 
pense, I  have  agreed  to  make  a  token  payment  of  $10,000  toward  the  settle- 
ment over  a  five-year  period.  Monthly  payments  in  the  approximate  amount 
of  $250  will  begin  in  May  1995. 

I  have  served  as  Chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  School  of  Law  since  1991.  In  July  1993,  a  former  employee  of 
the  law  school  sued  the  School  of  Law,  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Dean 
of  the  law  school  and  individual  board  members  including  myself  Judge 
June  Green  dismissed  the  suit  against  me  and  other  Board  members  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  on  the  ground  that  after  months  of  discovery  and 
depositions,  plaintiff  presented  no  evidence  to  substantiate  her  complaint 
against  Board  members  and  the  District  of  Columbia.

I  have  spent  over  twenty  years  practicing  criminal  law,  primarily  as  a 
prosecutor  but  also  as  a  defense  attorney.  I  have  directed  the  nationwide 
enforcement  of  the  Federal  criminal  civil  rights  statutes  for  over  ten  years, 
during  which  time  the  enforcement  program  has  continued  to  break  exist- 
ing records  both  for  the  number  of  cases  and  defendants  prosecuted  as  well 
as  the  success  rate.  I  believe  that  my  extensive  experience  in  a  highly  de- 
manding job  persuaded  the  President  to  nominate  me. 

(b)  What  do  you  believe  in  your  background  or  employment  experience  affirma- 
tively qualifies  you  for  this  particular  appointment? 

As  a  Federal  prosecutor,  I  have  had  to  evaluate  thousands  of  complaints 
and  investigative  reports  to  determine  whether  prosecution  under  the  Fed- 
eral criminal  civil  rights  statutes  is  warranted.  Many  of  the  incidents  un- 
derlying these  investigations  aroused  strong  and  sometimes  conflicting  sen- 
timent about  the  propriety  of  a  Federal  prosecution.  In  every  instance,  I 
sought  to  recommend  a  course  of  action  that  was  devoted— above  all — to  a 
fair  and  impartial  analysis  of  the  law  and  the  facts,  and  that  was  also  con- 
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sistent  with  sound  law  enforcement  principles.  The  decisions  were  not  al- 
ways easily  arrived  at  nor,  when  announced,  happily  received  by  all  seg- 
ments of  the  community. 

My  lengthy  experience  in  making  difficult  decisions  carefully  and  impar- 
tially, sometimes  in  the  midst  of  strong  and  competing  emotions,  and  in  as- 
sessing the  credibility  of  numerous  individuals,  should  be  a  valuable  asset 
in  assuming  the  significant  decision-making  responsibilities  of  a  judge.  For 
over  twenty  years,  I  have  worked  as  a  litigator  and/or  manager  of  litigation; 
and  in  these  capacities,  I  have  confronted  and  resolved  literally  thousands 
of  evidentiary  and  legal  issues.  As  Chief  of  the  Criminal  Section  for  over 
ten  years  I  have  managed  the  day-to-day  operations  of  a  fifty  person  "law 
firm"  consisting  of  secretaries,  legal  technicians,  paralegals  and  attorneys. 
I  have  been  responsible  not  only  for  the  Section's  litigation  activity  but  also 
for  responding  to  the  many  civil  rights  complaints  that  are  not  prosecuted. 
I  have  planned  and  implemented  budgets  and  have  had  to  allocate  both  fi- 
nancial and  personnel  resources  efficiently,  often  in  the  face  of  competing 
demands,  to  ensure  that  the  high  volume  of  inquiries  to  the  Section  are  ap- 
propriately handled.  This  extensive  management  experience  should  prove 
valuable  in  managing  the  operations  of  a  courtroom  in  the  D.C.  Superior 
Court.

Such  complaints,  whether  they  name  me 
or  attorneys  whom  I  supervise,  are  routinely  referred  to  the  Office  of  Pro- 
fessional Responsibility  at  the  Department  of  Justice  for  appropriate  follow- 
up.  None  of  these  complaints  has  ever  resulted  in  my  being  the  subject  of 
any  disciplinary  action  by  the  Department  of  Justice  or  any  other  profes- 
sional group.

In  1964  and  1965,  while  a  civil  rights  worker  in  Mississippi,  I  was  ar- 
rested on  four  separate  occasions.  I  was  arrested  once  in  Indianola,  MS,  for 
failing  to  obey  a  police  officer  and  I  was  arrested  in  Drew,  MS,  on  three 
occasions — once  for  reckless  driving,  once  for  running  a  stop  sign  and  once 
for  vagrancy.  On  all  four  occasions  the  charges  were  removed  to  Federal 
court  as  was  the  common  practice  for  charges  against  civil  rights  workers 
in  those  days.  I  do  not  know  the  disposition  of  the  charges.  I  have  listed 
them  previously  for  FBI  background  and  security  clearance  investigations 
and  their  disposition  may  be  contained  in  those  records.

In  July,  1993  my  husband  and  I  hired  as  our  housekeeper  Matilde 
Acevedo,  who  told  us  she  was  a  native  of  the  Dominican  Republic  and  le- 
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gaily  authorized  to  work  in  the  United  States.  In  order  to  determine  her 
authorization  to  work  in  the  United  States  we  asked  for  and  looked  at  her 
driver's  license,  her  Social  Security  card,  and  a  card  that  appeared  to  have 
been  issued  by  INS.  Until  October,  1994  Ms.  Acevedo  was  continuously  em- 
ployed by  us  and  during  that  time  period  we  paid  all  Social  Security  and 
Medicaid  taixes  and  reported  all  wages  paid  to  her  to  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service. 

On  Wednesday,  October  12,  1994,  when  an  FBI  agent  came  to  my  office 
to  interview  me  for  the  background  investigation  for  nomination  to  this  po- 
sition, he  asked  me  to  identify  my  housekeeper;  he  then  requested  both  her 
Social  Security  number  and  resident  alien  number.  I  had  the  Social  Secu- 
rity number  with  me  in  my  address  book,  but  I  did  not  have  with  me  Ms. 
Acevedo's  resident  alien  number.  I  called  her  at  my  house  and  asked  her 
for  it.  She  told  me  she  did  not  have  her  INS  card  with  her,  and  I  asked 
her  to  bring  it  to  work  the  next  day  so  I  could  obtain  the  number.  The  next 
evening,  when  I  went  home,  Ms.  Acevedo  told  me  she  had  been  unable  to 
locate  her  card.  When  I  pressed  her  further,  she  stated  that  the  card  had 
"expired,"  and  finally  admitted  that  she  was  not  legally  authorized  to  work 
in  the  United  States.  I  continued  to  ask  her  to  look  for  the  immigration 
card  that  she  had  shown  me  at  the  time  I  hired  her  and  to  bring  it  to  me 
on  Friday  (Ms.  Acevedo's  work  day  began  at  noon  after  I  left  for  work  and 
thus  the  first  tim.e  that  I  saw  her  was  at  the  end  of  the  work  day).  On  Fri- 
day evening,  October  14th,  Ms.  Aceyedo  again  told  me  she  had  not  been 
able  to  locate  the  immigration  card;  I  told  her  that  since  she  was  not  legally 
authorized  to  work  she  was  discharged.  Ms.  Acevedo  has  not  worked  for  me 
since. 

During  the  afternoon  of  Friday,  October  14th,  I  had  telephoned  Gaylyn 
Boone,  who  is  Acting  District  Counsel  at  INS.  I  reported  the  situation  to 
her  and  Ms.  Boone  then  asked  me  if,  at  the  time  I  hired  Ms.  Acevedo,  I 
had  filled  out  an  1-9  form.  I  told  Ms.  Boone  that  I  had  never  heard  of  an 
1-9  form  and  therefore  had  not  filled  one  out.  She  told  me  that  the  failure 
to  fill  out  an  1-9  form  was  a  violation  of  the  immigration  laws  and  that  I 
should  pursue  the  matter  further  with  the  Investigation  Section  of  the  INS. 

Over  the  weekend  my  husband  and  I  conferred  with  our  friend,  Lynda 
Zengerle,  who  practices  immigration  law,  who  agreed  to  handle  all  further 
contacts  with  the  INS  for  us.  Sometime  during  the  next  week  she  advised 
me  that  she  had  spoken  with  Bob  Elder  in  the  Investigation  Section;  ulti- 
mately Ms.  Zengerle  and  Mr.  Elder  arranged  an  interview  for  us  which  oc- 
curred on  November  8,  1994.  In  the  interim,  I  copied  all  of  the  tax  records 
pertaining  to  our  household  employees  from  November,  1986  to  the  present 
so  they  could  be  provided  to  INS.  My  husband  and  I,  accompanied  by  Ms. 
Zengerle,  conferred  with  INS  Special  Agent  Angelo  Sorrento  on  the  morning 
of  November  18th.  On  December  6,  1994  INS  sent  us  a  warning  notice  in 
lieu  of  imposing  any  sanctions  for  our  failure  to  fill  out  the  1-9  form. 

I  wish  to  reiterate  here  that  the  only  reason  my  husband  and  I  did  not 
fill  out  an  1-9  form  for  Ms.  Acevedo  or  any  other  employee  was  because  we 
were  unaware  such  a  form  even  existed.  In  addition,  we  believe  that  having 
asked  for  and  reviewed  Ms.  Acevedo's  driver's  license.  Social  Security  card 
and  immigration  card  before  hiring  her  in  July,  1993,  she  was,  in  fact,  le- 
gally authorized  to  work.  My  husband  and  I  have  complied  with  every  im- 
migration and  tax  law  of  which  we  are  aware  regarding  our  household  em- 
ployees. We  have  filed  all  required  tax  forms.  When  we  hired  a  replacement 
for  Ms.  Acevedo  we  did  prepare  an  1-9  form  for  her,  and  we  shall  of  course 
do  so  for  any  future  employee.

District  of  Columbia  judicial  nominating  commissions  recommended 
me  for  judgeships — on  the  Superior  Court  and  on  the  United  States  District 
Court.) 

(b)  What  do  you  believe  in  your  background  or  employment  experience  affirma- 
tively qualifies  you  for  this  particular  appointment? 

I  have  been  fortunate  to  have  an  unusually  broad  array  of  experiences 
in  my  more  than  20  years  of  practice.  To  summarize  them,  I  have  had  expe- 
rience with  both  criminal  ana  civil  litigation,  with  trial  and  some  appellate 
advocacy  and  alternative  dispute  resolution  (as  a  mediator  and  as  counsel 
to  a  party)  and  with  practicing  law  as  part  of  a  government  agency,  as  an 
associate  and  partner  at  a  law  firm  and  as  a  solo  practitioner.  I  have  rep- 
resented governmental  entities,  large  corporations,  and  labor  organizations 
as  well  as  individuals  and  have  formed  close  relationships  with  clients  from 
all  parts  of  the  economic  spectrum  and  of  diverse  racial  and  ethnic  back- 
grounds. I  believe  these  varied  experiences  would  help  make  me  a  good 
judge. 

In  addition,  I  have  had  significant  involvement  with  the  Superior  Court 
of  the  District  of  Columbia.  After  law  school,  I  spent  a  year  as  a  law  clerk 
at  the  Superior  Court.  For  the  next  3V2  years,  I  was  in  the  Superior  Court 
almost  daily  as  a  staff  attorney  for  the  D.C.  Public  Defender  Service.  In  pri- 
vate practice  I  have  had  cases  at  the  Superior  Court,  and  I  have  been  a 
volunteer  mediator  at  the  Superior  Court.  Most  recently,  during  1994  I  de- 
voted a  considerable  amount  of  time  to  the  work  of  a  special  committee  of 
the  D.C.  Bar  which  was  asked  to  look  into  the  relationship  between  the  Su- 
perior Court  bench  and  court-appointed  counsel.  Our  committee  made  rec- 
ommendations for  major  changes  in  the  court-appointed  counsel  system, 
which  are  currently  being  implemented  by  the  court. 

Finally,  I  am  strongly  motivated  to  serve  the  public  and  to  make  a  con- 
tribution to  the  larger  world  beyond  self  and  family.  My  parents  raised  me 
to  highly  value  public  service,  and  my  husband  and  I  both  found  our  work 
in  public  interest  law  especially  fulfilling.

I  am  a  graduate  of  the  Columbia  University  School  of  Law.  I  have  over 
10  years  of  experience  representing  clients  in  private  practice  in  a  broad 
range  of  litigation,  municipal  law,  and  employment  law  matters.  In  addi- 
tion, I  have  served  as  the  Principal  Deputy  Corporation  Counsel  for  the 
District  of  Columbia  where  I  was  responsible,  along  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  for  providing  legal  advice  to  the  Government  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia and  for  coordinating,  planning,  directing  and  managing  the  Office 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  an  agency  with  over  300  employees  and  a  budg- 
et in  excess  of  $13  million.  Last,  I  have  experience  in  the  legislative  branch 
of  government,  having  served  as  Legislative  Director  and  Counsel  for 
former  Texas  Congressman  Michael  A.  Andrews.  I  believe  these  educational 
and  employment  experiences  affirmatively  qualify  me  for  appointment  as 
an  Associate  Judge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Superior  Court. 

I  also  believe  that  my  involvement  with  and  knowledge  of  the  community 
through  my  participation  and  leadership  in  various  civic,  charitable,  and 
public  organizations,  like  the  Boys  and  Girls  Clubs  of  Greater  Washington, 
Concerned  Black  Men,  Inc.  of  Washington,  D.C.,  the  District  of  Columbia 
Democratic  Party  and  the  various  committees  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
Bar  Association  affirmatively  qualifies  me  for  this  appointment.  Through 
these  associations,  I  have  gained  a  broad  perspective  on  the  issues  facing 
both  the  citizens  of  the  District  and  the  Bar  of  the  Superior  Court. 

I  am  also  enthusiastic  about  and  committed  to  public  service.  I  believe 
we  all  have  a  responsibility  to  give  something  back  to  the  community  and 
I  have  tried  not  only  through  my  prior  government  service  and  my  partici- 
pation in  and  leadership  of  the  organizations  listed  in  this  application  but 
also  in  my  capacity  as  a  lawyer  with  major  law  firm  resources  to  do  just 
that. 

A  court  of  general  jurisdiction  like  the  Superior  Court  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  requires  a  jurist  who  is  flexible  enough  and  experienced  enough 
to  handle  a  variety  of  complex  legal  issues.  I  believe  that  my  varied  legal 
background  and  experiences,  combined  with  my  knowledge  of  this  commu- 
nity, has  prepared  me  to  be  a  judge  of  whom  the  District  of  Columbia  can 
be  very  proud.

The  Company  is  owned  by  my  brother-in- 
law,  Mr.  Alvin  Carter,  and  I  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
To  date,  Board  meetings  have  been  held  only  semi-annually  and,  therefore, 
will  not  interfere  with  my  ability  to  perform  my  duties  as  a  judge  of  the 
D.C.  Superior  Court.  Both  KWC  and  One  Stop  Music  House  are  located  in 
Atlanta,  GA,  and  the  retail  music  outlets  are  located  only  in  the  Southeast- 
ern United  States.  It  is,  therefore,  extremely  unlikely  that  any  of  these  af- 
filiated companies  would  ever  appear  before  the  Superior  Court  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.  However,  if  it  is  determined  that  service  on  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  KWC  violates  Canon  4  of  the  Model  Code  of  Judicial  Con- 
duct, I  will  immediately  sever  all  connections  with  the  company.
